Mr. Andrew Lang has this great virtue in a translator, 
that he respects the work and treats with respect his 
great original—dealing in literary restraint witha literal 


rendering. His translation of Theocritus, Bion and 
Moschus has been wisely put in the “‘ Golden Treasury 
Series,” and gives English readers their best oppor- 
tunity of dipping in the spring from 
which has flowed that long stream 
of English poetry which begins with 
Brittania’s Pastoral and has its later turn, 
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Feeding the Pigeons in the Square of St. Mark’s. 
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but not its last, in Tennyson. Color and perfume flee 
so fast from this Sicilian bloom when it is pressed in a 
translation that I despair of any reader seeing why 
these poems have so profoundly influenced all that 
come after, so that men of loftier nature, like Virgil, and 
finer mould, like Tennyson, would have been other 
and different without them. It was part that these 
poems came from a life, so far as its perception of 
beauty went, more highly civilized than our own, and 
part that they grew from the soil and bloomed in the 
open, as all good poetry must. Here they are in 
faded charm, and still, even thus, charming. 


From “ Jirsenxal’y Conducted.” 
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The modern newspaper is the 
union of the news letter, which had 
nothing but news and was issued as 
news came, and the ‘Spectator,’ 
“*Tgier,” “Junius,” “North 
Briton,” and what not, published 
twice a week, which had nothing 
but opinion. The news columns of a paper represent 
the former, and its editorial page, ‘‘ Lounger,” 
‘‘ Household,” and Sunday or Saturday supple- 
ment generally represents the latter. Dr. Samuel 
Johnson, when he was starving over his Dictionary, 
wrote twice a week articles about as long as a 
newspaper column, for which he got $10 apiece 
—a very fair column-rate now, when wheat is 
cheaper and brains dearer than then. The pick of 
these articles have just been reprinted in two charm- 
ing volumes, edited by Dr. George Birkbeck Hill, a 
man, better equipped for the task than any one living. 
For thirty or forty years it has been the literary 
fashion to talk about Dr. Johnson as hard reading, 
and what the man said was doubtless better worth 
having than anything he wrote; but as a race we love 
moralizing, and no one has ever moralized more 
agreeably than Dr. Samuel Johnson, As for the 
make-up, these little books are gems.

History may be mastered, either by reading the 
story of nations and wars or of men and manners,and 
the latter is the truer way. Mr. John Addington 
Symonds has made the history of the Italian 
renaissance his own by studying its men and their

The former is one of the world's classics and is pub- 
lished this autumn in a form which makes it as cheap 
and accessible as" Roscoe's poor translation. Cellini 
was so typical; so representative of a class in all 
ages and an agein all its classes that his autobiogra- 
phy is one of those books whose reading is a great 
economy of time—it makes so much other reading 
unnecessary. The working and sure fruit of a sense 
for the beautiful, divorced from a sense of the good, 
is made clear by him, and much more which lets 
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light on the practical advantage of the Ten Command- 
ments. But most of all, his life is the best record 
known of the fine play of the instincts of the artist as 
distinct from the genius of art. Add to this, his life 
was as full of sword-thrusts as one of Mr. Stevenson’s 
stories. 
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From “ The Quiet Life.’’ 


The “‘ Memoirs of Carlo Gozzi,” a Venetian play- 
wright of the last century, who had the easy life of an 
Italian of quality and learning, paints the foul but 
swarming ebb left by the rising tide of passion shared 
and fed by Cellini. Our own stage got its cue so 
directly from Italy that Mr. Symonds’ comprehensive 
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sketch of the conditions of the Italian stage, with its 
twin tradition of formal academic plays and improved 
acting: almost as loose in its structure as a negro 
minstrel show, suggests most clearly how the play- 
wrights of our renaissance, borrowing from both tra- 
ditions, gave the world plays of structure in which was 
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set complete freedom of dialogues. This is a dis- 
tinct addition to our comprehension of the origin of 
Shakespeare. But the direct value of these wonder- 
ful memoirs is that they show us just what the Eight- 
eenth Century was for the Latin race, and what it was, 
settled and decided the character of the Nineteenth 
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in Italy and Spain. As Gozzi was in close contact 
with the staging of plays, the book is of unique and 
incomparable interest to the student of acting. 

**% 

Mr. Paul du Chaillu in his ‘‘ Viking Age”’ has not 
gained a reversal of judgment; but he has produced 
enough new evidence to force a re-trial. His theme is 
that in the triple thread out of which fate has woven 
English life—‘‘Saxon and Dane and Norman are 
we’—the Sea-king’s sons are greater than all the 
rest, with the Briton added. He attempts to prove 
this by showing that the so-called Saxon immigra- 
tion was only possible to a race which commanded 
the seas, as the Norsemen did, and had made them 
advance in arts, in laws, in war and in trade, 
piratical and commercial. For fifty years the Norse- 
man, ‘“‘ Dane,” Viking or what-not, whom good 
King Alfred in early histories once defeated for 
good and for all, have been mounting in the sky 
of English history, and under Mr. du Chaillu’s hands 
they cover the heavens. No one is yet ready to 
admit that he has proved his case. The broader 
one’s knowledge the more dangerous one sees are 
these attempts to make any one element in history 
explain all. But the two splendid volumes gather 
and give a great wealth of information and illustra- 
tion which give them the greatest value in settling 
the issue raised by them.

Of a different sort, 
in all ways, is the “‘ Voyage of the Beagle,” by Charles 
Darwin, just published in the same series—a book 
which shows how the world is sown with great ideas 
when a great brain lies behind the eyes. 
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Books like that which Mr. Hannis Taylor has 
written about the ‘Growth of the English Constitu- 
tion” doubtless have their uses; but for my part, I 
believe in reading bigger books or smaller ones.

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ON AN OLD BOOK. 

I have before me a small book—a very small one 
—which I bought a few days ago at Hodgson’s 
auction-rooms in Chancery Lane, rooms devoted, as 
the reader probably knows, exclusively to the sale of 
books. It was one of a lot of thirteen odd volumes 


which lay on the lowest shelf in the least accessible 
corner of the room—a bundle half buried in dust and 
pinched by coarse strings ; elbowed, too, in its dis- 
grace by a score of similar lots, each more dingy and

worm-eaten, more shamelessly out at backs and cor- 
ners, than its neighbor. Yet there was some bidding 
for this particular lot, No. 718 in the catalogue. It 
had been examined. More eyes than mine had 
espied a neat whole book or two between the grimy 
fastenings ; and had anticipated—fondly, no doubt— 
the change which a little dusting and wiping and some 
judicious banging might produce upon calf that was 
fairly sound, and old gold edges that still gleamed 
soberly. At any rate there was bidding for this

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bundle. Lots 716 and 717 went for eighteen pence 
apiece ; but Lot 718 rose to five-and-six—six shillings 
—seven shillings! and at last was knocked down to 
me for seven-and-sixpence. 

Perhaps I should do well to pass over in silence the 
twelve nondescripts which went to complete my 
baker’s dozen ; make-weights hastily examined and 
quickly laid aside. * * * 

And this thirteenth volume which remains in my 
hand? I retain it because I find that when the oldest

of those I have enumerated, the ‘‘ Czesar,’’ was born, 
this book was already six-and-fifty years old. It came 
into the world at Antwerp in 1574; two years, that is 
to say, after the massacre of St. Bartholomew at Paris, 
and two years before the Spanish Fury at Antwerp, 
and so in the very crisis of the fierce and bloody 
struggle between the Roman Church and the Refor- 
mation ; a pregnant fact seeing that this little book is 
a Greek Testament. Fifteen hundred and seventy- 
four! Twenty-one years therefore after the execution 
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of Lady Jane Gray, a Protestant, and thirteen years 
before that of Mary Stuart, a Catholic ; sixteen years 
after the death of Mary Tudor, and fourteen years 
before the defeat of the Spanish Armada. Yes, in the 
very heat of the struggle. 

In a measure, too, it is typical itself of this. It was 
printed in the Netherlands, the country so long hotly 
debated by both parties, contested on one side by the 
Spanish, on the other by Dutch, English, and French. 
Then merely as a Testament it speaks for the Refor- 
mation ; but, inasmuch as its licenser was Philip of

Spain, Philip of the Inquisition, it represents Rome. 
Further, its' printer was—or in his lifetime was 
accused of being—a heretic; yet he was chief printer 
of the Scriptures to the Catholic King! 

It is not valuable; I do not know that it is particu- 
larly rare; but it is three hundred and fourteen years 
old. Since it came from the press fifteen sovereigns 
have reigned in England. There have been two 
Revolutions of a kind, three if not four Civil Wars of 
a kind, and Reform Bills without number. The 
English Constitution, which we boast so stable—well, 
it is not what it was. But this little book, three inches 
high by one and three-quarters wide, by one thick— 
this frail congeries of paper with the stout calf covers 
dyed by time to.the color of an old saddle, and the 
610 pages—610 to three-quarters of an inch mind !— 
is little changed, is scarce a whit the worse. Time 
has swallowed the ten generations which have bent 
over its pages, but has found the book itself too tough 
a morsel—a quaint illustration of the proverb Li¢tera 
Scripta manet.

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It is, I have said, a Greek Testament. It bears on 
its title-page a statement in Latin that it was printed 
at Antwerp in the workshop of Christopher Plantin, 
chief printer to the King, in the year 1574. And the 
title-page is further embellished with Plantin’s famous 
trade-mark, a hand issuing from clouds and grasping 
a pair of compasses, surrounded by the motto, Ladore 
et Constantia ; the fixed leg of the compasses repre- 
senting the latter, the revolving the former,—so it is 
said): 9) =) S 

Let us look now within its covers. The text is of 
that kind which is called, I 
believe, a script; that isto say, 
the type imitates handwriting 
—is a sort of stereotype of it, 
and lacks much of the regu- 
larity and stiffness of ordinary 
printed characters. The page 
is full of pretty curves and 
flourishes and dots. Many 
words are written currente 
calamo, the pen never leaving 
the paper; abbreviations 
occur in every line, and are 
often very puzzling. That 
which stands for the common 
Greek word otro¢ for instance, 
almost defies conjecture, the 
middle letter—in the script it 
appears last—being the only 
one decipherable at sight. 
Arbitrary signs, too, represent 
many short particles; and 
there are in a single page as 
many as five different ways 
of forming the same letter. 
Occasionally the end of a 
word is scamped, being indi- 
cated by a mere curve or dash, such asa careless 
writer makes when liis pen leaves the paper, or 


is written above the line. And sometimes two - 


letters—s and ¢ for instance, or 0 and w when 
together—appear as one. Yet with all these 
flourishes and elaborations and abbreviations, each 
upstroke and downstroke, thick or thin, of the 
handwriting appears perfectly printed though wonder- 
fully minute ; and the whole is instantly decipherable 
by any one acquainted with the method used. No 
one can doubt that the founding of type such as this

but a gentleman who would have been more in place 
—I really fear I discern horns and hoofs about him— 
had he adorned the fourth letter of the alphabet. 

At the end appears a notice in Latin. It warns the 
public that the exclusive right to print ‘‘the royal 
Holy Bible after the Complutensian model printed at 
Antwerp” is vested in Christopher Plantin, and that 
whoever prints one or part of one without his permis- 
sion, or imports one, or sells one, will be punished by 
the confiscation of the books and a fine of five hun- 
dred florins to be paid into the Royal Treasury ; as is 
more fully laid down, it continues, in the grant given 
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at Brussels in the Privy Council on January 10, 1570, 
and confirmed in the Council of Brabant on February 
12th in the same year.

Who were the progenitors of the English speak- 
ing race? Whence came they? Two important 
questions these, on which authentic history is deplo- 
rably dumb. The Roman writers give the names of 
three separate maritime tribes of the North, the 
Sueones, Saxones and Franci, and we have been 
taught to believe that after Rome had relinquished 
Britain the Saxons overran and settled it. Who were 
the Saxons? It seems certain that the various tribes 
inhabiting the country to which the Romans gave the 
vague name of Germania, were not civilized, and 
moreover, were not a seafaring people. Hence the 
Germanic origin of the Saxons (supposed to have 
come over to England with the mythical Hengist) is 
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highly improbable. Throughout the Saga literature 
describing the expeditions of the Northmen to Eng- 
land not a single instance is mentioned of their coming 
in contact with a people called Saxons. Nor is any 
part of England called Saxland. Thinking much 
upon these important facts, the question arose in the 
mind of Mr. Paul B. Du Chaillu, distinguished author 
and explorer—were not the Romans mistaken in giv- 
ing the names of Saxons and Franks to the maritime 
tribes of whose origin, country and homes they knew 
nothing, but who came to attack their shores? Were 
not these so-called Saxons and Franks in reality tribes 
of Sueones, Swedes, Danes, Norwegians? In the 
time of Charlemagne the Franks and Saxons were 
not a maritime people, though their countries had an 
extensive coast with deep rivers; while Britain, after 
a continuous immigration from the North during 
several centuries, became the most powerful colony of

the Northern tribes, several of whose chiefs claimed 
a part of England even in the Seventh Century. 
Years of archzological research and a close study of 
Scandinavian literature have convinced Mr. Du 
Chaillu that the ancestors of the Northmen migrated 
at a very remote period from the shores of the Black 
Sea, through Southwestern Russia, to the shores of 
the Baltic. ‘lhis belief seems to be supported by a 
variety of evidence. In the neighborhood of the 
Black Sea, near to the old Greek settlement, graves 
have been found similar to those of the North, con- 
taining ornaments and other relics remarkably like 
those found in the ancient graves of Scandinavia. 
Again, the Runes of the North bear a striking resemb- 
lance to the characters of Archaic Greek. From an 
examination then of the Roman, Greek, Frankish, 
Russian, English and Arabic records, Mr. Du Chaillu 
has come to the conclusion that the Viking Age lasted 
from about the Second Century of the Christian era 
to about the middle of the Twelfth without interrup- 
tion ; and hence the title of his notable work, in two 
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volumes, dealing with the history and customs of our 
English forefathers during that period. 

The task the author set himself was a very difficult 
and laborious one. He was notcontent with a careful 
reading of the Eddas and hundreds of Sagas which 
form the materials of which his work is mainly com- 
posed in every case, he says, he has gone through 
the original documents and adopted his own rendering 
of them. The result is that from the copious extracts 
from all this literature, as well as from the almost 
1400 excellent illustrations of various antiquities 
discovered in mounds, caverns and bogs, we are 
given a very impressive, and, doubtless, true, picture 
of the character and life of our Norse ancestors. We 
can follow them from their birth to their grave. 
We see the infant exposed to die; follow the child in 
his education and in his sports; the young man in 
his practice of arms; the young girl in her domestic

duties and embroidery; the adult in his warlike 
expeditions ; hear the clash of swords and the songs 
of the Scald. Welearn about their dress, ornaments, 
implements, weapons, their expressive names and 
complicated relationships, their dwellings and con- 
vivial halls, with their primitive magnificent furniture ; 
their temples, sacrifices, gods and sacred ceremonies ; 
their personal appearance, even to the hair, eyes, face 
and limbs. In view of the abundant archzological 
evidence found in the stone, bronze and iron ages of 
an advanced civilization in the North, Mr. DuChaillu 
maintains that the people who were spread over 
a great. part of the present Russia, who overran 
Germania, who were skilled in weaving, and who 
knew the arts of writing, gilding, and of enameling ; 
who led their conquering hosts to Spain, into the 
Mediterranean, to Italy, Sicily, Greece, the Black Sea, 
Palestine, Africa, and even crossed the Atlantic to 
America, who were undisputed masters of the sea for 
more than twelve centuries were not barbarians. 
‘* Let those ’’ he says, ‘‘ who uphold the contrary view 
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produce evidence from archeology of an indigenous 
British or Gallic civilization which surpasses that of the 
North

Mr. Gilman therefore summons us ‘to the contem- 
plation, first, of a vigorous struggle by strong men for 
a century and a half against a powerful monarchy ; 
and next, to an examination of the fruits of a disci- 
pline of debate and conflict in the development of a 
typical American civilization. Nowhere is the truth 
more plain that the story of a community is told in 
the lives of its inhabitants.”” Mr. Gilman brings out 
very clearly the change that took place in the social 
and commercial life of Boston when peace came in 
1781 and ‘a new aristocracy took the lead in its 
affairs,” supplanting the men of wealth and station 
who had formed the court of the royal governors. 
The transition from town to city is next touched upon 
and a faithful account given of the march of muni- 
cipalimprovement. Mr. Gilman devotes one chapter 
to ‘‘ Individualism and other Isms’’ and here he is 
succinct, truthful, and on the whole just, although he 
necessarily omits some points that the reader 
unacquainted with the later history of the city might 
be glad to know about.

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ARTISTS’ WIVES

Only a man whose own domestic happiness was 

beyond question could venture to put forth such a 

book as Alphonse Daudet'’s latest—‘ Artists’ Wives,” 

It is a collection of twelve stories, all with the same 

moral: that artists of whatever kind—painters, poets, 

sculptors, musicians—all are, in Mother Carlyle’s 
phrase, “‘ gey ill to live with." The perfect sympathy 
and stimulating companionship of Daudet’s own 
married life probably makes him only the more sen. 
sitive to the ill-assorted unions which are, alas! so 
much more common than his own happier experi- 
ences. Doubtless it is his own feeling speaking 
through the mouth of the painter in the prologue: 
‘* Marriage for me has been a harbor of calm and safe 
waters, not one in which you make fast toa ring on 
the shore, at the risk of rusting there forever, but one 
of those blue creeks where sails and masts are repaired 
for fresh excursions into unknown countries”; and 
also his own feeling when he adds that he looks upon 
his own happiness as a kind of miracle, something 
abnormal and exceptional, because ‘‘to that nervous, 


exacting, impressionable being, that child-man that 


we call an artist,a special type of woman, almost 
impossible to find, is needful, and the safest thing to 
do is notto look forher.”” The stories have the dainty 
and delicate touch without which Daudet would not 
be Daudet, and the illustrations of Bieler and Myr- 
bach and Rossi lend additional piquancy and variety 
to this really beautiful volume. As for the theme— 
we confess to a lurking suspicion that the situation is 
not always so pathetic as it seems, and that the ap- 
parent incompatibilities of an artist’s household are 
often not so incompatible as the outsider judges. On 
the whole, Hawthorne’s explanation is probably 
nearer the truth: ‘‘ Why are poets so apt to choose 
their mates, not for any similarity of poetic endow- 
ment, but for qualities which might make the 
happiness of the rudest handicraftsman as well as that

However tightly we may draw the definition of 
“noticeable books,’’ any book must be noticeable 
which opens a new chapter in the experiences of 
human nature, or which adds a page to a chapter 
already opened, Such a condition is at once satis- 
fied by the “Journal de Marie Bashkirtseff.” It 
may éven be pronounced a book without a parallel. 
Itis, however, one hardly possible to represent in 
brief, for there is nothing contained in any one 
part of it that is not contradicted by another. But 
the authoress says of it, with the aivefé which 
never abandons her, in the short preface, dated, 
only five months before her death ‘C'est trés 
intéressant comme document humain.” 

A reader has, indeed, to approach it under circum; 
stances of very considerable disadvantage. It has 
to be judged, like the poems of Homer, from internal 
evidence. We are not told who has given it to the 
press; and, like the human infant, it comes into the 
world utterly unclothed. Editorial labor has in this 
case been confined to an obituary notice at the close, 
and to the composition of a title-page, neither of 
which would fill two lines. There is a photograph 
which exhibits a strong countenance precociously 
developed, and shows how, at the age of twelve, the 
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owner of it worshipped her own hands for their 
beauty. In the Journal, personal references are 
scanty and curtailed, and important facts, such as 
domestic relations, are left in seemingly purposed 
obscurity; upon neither the one nor the other of 
them is there a glimmer of elucidation. Fortunately, 
there is to be found in 7ke Woman's World of June 
and August 1888 a vivid and striking paper, signed 
‘*Mathilde Blind,’’ which furnishes much needful 
information for such as may desire to obtain it. 

This is not a book which will reward the seeker of 
mere pleasure. It does not possess the interest

attaching to such a character as the Italians call 
avvenente, or winning. Wonder it will stir, but not 
confidence; admiration, but not quite a loving 
admiration, Mlle.

It is only when, at the age of not yet twenty-four full 
years, death cuts the thread of her intense and over- 
wrought existence, that as the pall is cast over her the 
reader becomes absorbed in deep sympathy, while he 
contemplates the. mournful arrest of such diversified 
and powerful faculties, the extinction of such a fresh

and orilliant light. But when the tale is surveyed as 
a whole, even its tragic interest subsides in compari- 
son with its commanding singularity as a psychologi- 
cal study.

Harvard, holds a distinguished place among Ameri- 
can students and investigators of natural science, 
and this new work from his pen, the result of a life- 
time of experimental study, will be read with 
profound interest. Much of it appeared originally in 
Scr bner’s Magazine in the form jof separate articles, 
but they have since been carefully revised, and 
important additions have been made. The purpose 
of the author has been to give the general reader, 
unacquainted with the details of natural science, a 
comprehensible account of some of the more interest- 
ing series of the actions which affect the surface of the 
earth. In treating these subjects he endeavors to 
show the relation of natural forces to the fortunes of 
man, and to throw light upon the multitudes of ways 
in which'natural phenomena affect the welfare of the 
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human race. To present these facts clearly, abun- 
dant pictorial illustration is demanded of an abso- 
lutely exact nature, and Professor Shaler has added 
to his text more than a hundred pictures, reproduced 
from photographs, which give a faithful presentation 
of the actual phenomena which words alone would 
fail to adequately describe. Under the title, ‘‘ The 
Stability of the Earth,” the whole subject of earth- 
quakes is discussed with the greatest richness of 
anecdote and illustration, and a special reference to 
their occurrence and probability in the United States: 
“The Instability of the Atmosphere” in a similar 
way treats of cyclones,’ hurricanes and all the 
phenomena of windsand aircurrents. ‘‘ Volcanoes” 
and ‘‘ Caverns and Cavern Life” are two chapters

The paper on ‘‘The Nature of Soils” is not less 
important to every agriculturist. The illustrations, as 
we have already said, are of special interest, the 
subjects having been so chosen by Professor Shaler 
as to bring out more successfully than in any other 
popular work the most interesting sides of his topic. 
It is a useful and at the same time an extremely 
handsome volume—one that will not lose its 
value or its interest with the passing of the holiday 
season.

Mr. Stockton never forgets that he is writing for boys

jj ability and with a noble elevation of tone which

finished and vivid picture of the meek heroism 

of men and women of whom the world was not 
worthy, who in the face of most terrible tempta- 
tions to apostasy “‘ stood like an anvil’’—to quote 
the famous words of Ignatius to Polycarp— 
when the blows of the oppressor fell thick and 
fast.

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TENNYSON’S: NEW POEM. 

A new poem by Tennyson is an event in the ‘world of 
letters, but ‘‘ The Throstle’’ has been received, 
i, the first blush of the reviews, a curious frivolity. { 
must say, at once, that I think“the error lies' with the 
reviewers. They call it “g 
trifle,’’ but the anthologies 
are made up of just such 
trifles. In candor I am 
bound to admit that I may 
be biased, as I have known 
‘‘ The Throstle,” for months 
and was instrumental in in- 
ducing Lord Tennyson to 
publish it in periodical form; 
but I think my greater 
familiarity with the poem is 
an advantage to my judg- 
ment. The charm of itis so 
fugitive that it is difficult to 
capture it in words ; to those 
who do not feel it, to describe 
it seems almost vain. 

But my ear must be 
strangely at fault if this is 
not an unusually felicitous 
attempt, to catch the very 
accent of nature in an imi- 
tative strain, To those who 
are con‘ent to see the surface 
only, it isan address, of great 
delicacy and grace, the sub- 
ject of the poem, ‘“ The 
Throstle with his note sor 
true,” that Shakespeare speaks fof. But ‘to closer 
readers, who know their, living songsters, there is 
more than this; there is a rendering*in words of the 
very music of the thrush, of those pure notes and 
clear repeated intonations that ring through our 
English woodlands, like a flute,'from early May to 
late November. The Laureate’s! Throstle makes a 
good pair with Mr, Browning's : 

“ Wise Thrush he sings each song twice over, 

Lest you should think he never cotld recapture 

The first fine careless rapture.”’

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THE NOVELS OF OUR FATHERS. 
Our ancestors were no very great readers of fiction, at 
least before the endless French romances, such as the 
Grand Cyrus, were translated into English. The 
Arcadia, the Mort d’Arthur, and other classics were 
enough for them, but when they had a studious hour, 
they sometimes fell back on a lighter literature. Mr, 
Henry Morley has published ‘“ Early English Roman-

ces,” books and tracts which have tmostly}lain in

black letters or in scarce reprints by antiquarians. 


These novels are of a‘simple character; we marvel 
at our honest forefathers, much as they would gape 
at ourselves with our wilderness of chaotic railway 
fables. We must have been very unsophisticated 
when we laughed at the ‘Hundred Merry Tales.” 
This is the book out of which Benedick pretended 
that Beatrice ‘‘ got her good wit.” The good wit of 
Beatrice seems old-fashioned now, but it was far in 
advance of the Jo Miller of her time. Only two

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copies of the “‘ Merry Tales” fare known. One was 
pieced togethcr out of fragments used in the binding 
of books, the other is in the University Library at 
Gottingen. * * * 

‘*Reynard the Fox’"’ is another favorite of our 
ancestors. Its history is dubious: M. Henri Carnoy 
has lately done something to elucidate it. As M, 
Carnoy remarks, with truth, the basis of ‘ Reynard” 
is merely a traditional store of apologues and tales 
about animals combined 
later into a Beast Epic. In 
short Reynard was merely 
the Ole Brer’ Rabbit of the 
period, and the ‘‘ Epic”’ is 
of later structure, like 
Mr. Harris’s combination of 
negro stories in ‘ Uncle 
Remus.” The separate 
stories are still narrated, M. 
Carnoy declares, where the 
medizval romance of 
Reynard never penetrated, 
Analogous tales are told 
by natives of Brazil, South 
Africa, the Red Indians and 
other peoples. They reach 
England in Caxton’s 
translations of a Low 
German version, printed in 
Holland in 1479. The 
stories in Caxton’s version 
are full of mythology, and 
queer, musty fragments of 
the Tale of Troy. More 
lively was the story of 
“Robert the Devyll,” of 
Normand, who “ kylled his 
scole mayster,” much in 
the spirit of Kingsley’s 
Hereward, ‘‘ never clerk, 
nor priest shall correct me, 
nor be my master.” He 
also killed seven hermits. 
He thought of repentance, 
his companions chafted 
him, and he “cleaned 
them out” like Quiet Mr. 
Brown, with a large staff. 
Robert went to Rome, to 
seek absolution, and thence to the Emperor's court. 
Here he threw a bride on the dunghill, and cast a 
living cat into a boiling pot. ‘‘ Whereat the Emperor 
and all his lords laughed, and made great game 
thereat, and they loved Robert passing well, for he 
made much mirth without harm.” What a truly 
medizval idea of innocent badinage, to destroy a bride’s 
finery, and boil acat alive! These indeed, as in the 
title of Gervase of Tilbury’s book, where Oféa Jmper- 
talia. Robert's wit was deplorably destitute of finish. 
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However, an angel brought him a white horse and 
armor from heaven “to helpe the Romayns ayenst 
the Ethen dogges, the Sarasyns.”” In short, Robert 
became a holy and exemplary character, and never 
clove people to the chin ‘‘except,”’as the actor who beat 
his wife said, ‘‘ when they richly deserved it.” This 
unseemly story is clearly a popular tale worked up 
into a pious ecclesiastical legend to the taste of those 
times. 

The Romance of Virgilius, or medizval life of 
Virgil the poet, is very 
much better reading than 
“Robert the Devil.’ To 
be “mixed” on all topics 
was the characteristic of 
the medieval mind, The 
popular tale was that Virgil 
lived in the generation 
after Romulus and Remus, 
the mythical founders of 
Rome. The town of Rome 
quaked and trembled at the 
birth of him who was to 
be so terrible a magician. 
While he walked in the 
hills as a schoolboy, he heard 
a devil calling to him out of 
a hole, and this devil, as 
the price of his deliverance, 
thowed him books of 
“nigromancy.”’ But Virgil, 
playing he old trick of 
Puss in: Boots, asked the 
devil whether he could 
possibly creep back into 
his hole again. The inno- 
cent and unsuspecting fiend 
did so, and Virgilius 
corked him up once more, 
as the Fisherman did the 
Geni in the “Arabian 
Nights.” How Virgil made 
“salvatio Rome” (a magi- 
cal anticipation of the tele- 
gtaph), how he courted the 
Soudan’s daughter, how he 
founded Naples on an egg, 
how he died and should magically have been 
born again, all this did John Doesborcke emprynt 
in the cytie of Anwarpe. The true history of 
Hamlet, and of Friar Rush and of Guy of 
Warwick, all very mavellous and extremely edi- 
fying, are among Mr. Morley’s gifts to modern 
readers. It is to be feared, as the historian of Ham- 
let says, that our age is “‘ more purged, subtle and 
gallant than the season wherein these worthies lived- 
and made their virtues known.” He adds, ‘a man 
that is well brought up should read the lives of 
drunkards, violent and bloody persons,” and so

The book “‘ Bootle’s Baby’’ has been read all over 
the world, and was the one that made the reputation 
of the now famous and popular writer, John Strange 
Winter. It is difficult to realize, knowing the im- 
mense popularity this remarkable tale at once attained, 
that it was declined six times by London editors before 
it was accepted by the Graphic and published in 
weekly parts. Mrs. Stannard’s remark to her hus- 
band when he asked if he should send it to the 
Graphic as a last resort was: ‘“‘ Send it to paradise, 
if you like. It is as likely to get into one as the 
other.” 

Mrs. Stannard (John Strange Winter) was born in 
1856, wrote her first story when she was 16, rejoiced 
in the first published results of her efforts in 1875, 
married Mr. Stannard nine years later in 1884.

Her father was in the army before he entered the 
church, and remained devotedly attached to his first 
calling. The home-life was full of a military atmos- 
phere and she began early to observe and criticize 
army society in all its most intricate details with a 
keenness and accuracy which displays itself in all 
her delightful stories. : 

Mrs. Arthur Stannard is a tall woman of handsome 
presence; her hair is dark and closely 
curled all over her head; she has a

She never wearied 
of revising over and over again her 
earlier compositions.

“The Cedars,”’ at Putney, the well- 
known river suburb of the great 
metropolis. Mr. Stannard isa devoted 
husband, more like the far-famed! 
American one than the “ careless 
Britisher,’"’ and takes all the little 
business details connected with her 
work and household off her hands, so 
that everything is done that can be 
done to lighten her brain work. 
Lady helps have been rather a hobby 
of hers lately, and she supports her 
theories on the subject by keeping 
only lady helps in her house, and 
having nothing to do with ordinary 
servants. Comfort has evidently been 
the primary motive in the arrange- 
ments of the house, and each room 
seems to have been furnished with 
the same object in view.

DADDY JAKE, THE RUNAWAY, and Other

This new collection of Mr. Harris's negro 
stories rotates about the year 1263, and 
has the War of the Confederacy for its 
dramatic background. The core of the 
tales, however, is the inexhaustible 
curiosity of the “little boy ’’—here 
“bisected,”’ as it were, into a boy anda 
girl, These charming infants—Lucien 
and Lillian—ply the “old man”’ of the 
former collection—now rechristened 
** Daddy Jake,’’ with the usual childish 
multitude of questions ; they are as eager 
for ‘‘a story’’ as ever; and Brer Coon 
and Brer Rabbit are nearly as fertile in 
these as the living ones are in skipping 
and scampering offspring. It is A:sop 
come to life again after his reincarnation 
in an Ethiopian mould. sop, too, was 
a slave, like Uncle Remus and Daddy 
Jake and Epictetus and many and many 
another of the great philosophers and 
saints; and the fables of Greece and 
Rome and India are hardly more striking 
than the Negro ‘ marooner’s” in their 
simple maive/é and imaginative humor. 
It will probably never be practicable to 
separate the myths of Putnam County 
from the myths of the broader “ Africa” 
from which they spring; yet one must 
always be thankful that an artist has 
arisen fearless enough to seize and pub- 
lish them with all their accompaniment 
of quaint dialect and Southern plantation life.

GUY DE MAUPASSANT’S TALES.

To give American readers an outlook on the methods 
of one of the best French short-story writers is the 
object of ‘‘The Odd Number.” The translation is 
made with directness and sympathy, and has a cer- 
tain musical quality which is in harmony with the 
Stories. To select thirteen tales from Maupassant 
that are characteristic—and at the same time not 
shocking to the conventions of the American reading 
public—must have been a delicate task. The accus- 
tomed readers of this author would probably agree 
that “The Necklace,” ‘The Piece of String,” and 
“Little Soldier”’ fully meet the requirements of rep- 
rgsentative tales, while the others range from medio- 
creto good. There is not one which is uninteresting.

“It is new to me to find the author’s personality so 
successfully hidden out of sight asin these stories of 
Guy de Maupassant.

=William Allingham, the poet, died in London on 
November 2oth. Mr. Allingham was a native of 
Ireland, having been born in County Donegal, in 
1828. He was the author of “Irish Songs and 
Poems,” ‘‘ Lawrence Bloomfield, or Rich and Poor in 
Ireland,” ‘Day and Night Songs,” “ Fifty Modern 
Poems,” ‘‘Songs, Ballads and Stories,” ‘“ Flower 
Pieces,” and other poems. For several years before 
his death he was connected with the London 
Atheneum, to which most of his later sonnets and 
lyrics were contributed. Allingham was a particular 
friend of Carlyle. 


=Through the generosity of various persons inter- 
ested in this subject, the American Economic Associ- 
ation has received the sum of five hundred dollars 
to be awarded as prizes for the best essays on the 
subject of Women Wage-Earners. The money is to 


. be awarded in the proportion of three hundred 


dollars for the first prize, and Two Hundred dollars 
for the second prize. Any person is eligible to compe- 
tition. While the experience of foreign countries will 
not be excluded, it is expected that competitors will 
deal principally with the American aspect of the 
subject. Itis desired to know the early and present 
condition ot Women Wage-Earners, their growth in 
numbers, both absolutely and in proportion to popula- 
tion, the present extent of their sphere of labor, the 
economic and social evils connected with their various 
occupations as wage-earners, and remedies for these 
evils. The essay must not exceed 25,000 words, and 
must be in the hands of the Secretary of the Associa- 
tion, Richard T. Ely, Baltimore, Md., previous to 
November Ist, 1890. Each paper must be type- 
written, signed by a fictitious name, and accompanied 
by a sealed envelope containing the name assumed 
as well as the address of the author. 
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=Miss Amelia B. Edwards delivered her first 
lecture in this country in Brooklyn, on November 7; 
her subject being “The Buried City of Ancient Egypt.” 
The Eagle thus describes her personal appearance: 
Miss Edwards has rather a remarkable face. Her 
features, though far from being regular, are comely, 
and well express the predominant traits of her well- 
rounded character. Intellectuality is expressed by 
the high forehead, from which the hair is brushed 
straight back in the simplest manner. Her mouth 
indicates firmness tempered with sweetness, and her 
strong chin denotes the determination which has been 
so dominant an element in her success. Tosum up: 
Miss Edwards is a charming woman. 


=Nikolai Gavrilovitch Tchernuishevski, the emi- 
nent Russian political and economic writer, died in 
exile, October 31, aged 70 years. He was first, 
destined for the priesthood, but soon gave up theo- 
logy for philology. Graduating from the University 
of St. Petersburg, he became Professor of Literature 
at the Cadet School of St. Petersburg, and afterward 
teacher of the grammar school of his native town, Sara- 
toff on the Volga. From 1853 to 1862 he wrote for Sovre- 
mennik (‘‘Contemporary Review’’) a number of articles 
and discussions of economical, critical, and historical 
character, which, from their manner of treating 
problems, and by their ironic, satirical tone awakened 
the widest attention. He treated with the same 
superiority and skill subjects of widely different 
kinds, but his principal interests centered in the solv- 
ing of such problems as the arrangement of the 
relations between the sexes, the abolition of serfdom, 
and the abrogation of all individual property in land 
forthe good of the community. In 1862, after nine 
years of uninterrupted liberty in writing, Tchernuishe- 
vski, to the surprise of everybody, was arrested and 
after a two years’ imprisonment in the Peter and 
Paul prison, was sentenced to fourteen years’ hard 
labor in the mines, and then to exile in Siberia for 
life. The first part of the sentence was commuted to 
seven years’ hard labor, which he performed with 
criminals in the mines. Then fifteen years were spent 
in solitary exile in one of the most distant points of 
Siberia. A year or two since he was transferred to a 
milder place of banishment. Of all his literary work 
his novel “Que Faire?" What ts to be done ? (written 
in prison and finished in 1863), published in this 
country by Thos. Y. Crowell & Co., under the title of 
“‘A Vital Question,”’ has exerted the most important 
influence among the masses in Russia. To the 
American reader much of this work may seem long- 
winded and tiresome, but this is not because the 
author lacked literary skill, but is owing rather to the 
fact that as every line of manuscript had to pass 
under the inspection of the prison authorities, he was 
compelled to express many things indirectly and 
frequently in a far-fetched manner. The book is not 
for superficial readers—it must be studied deeply and 
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carefully; then it will be found to contain all the 
Russian ideas of progress, and, it would seem, all the 
Russian utopias. Publishers’ Weekly, 


=Emile Augier, the dramatist, and member of the 
French Academy, died in Paris on October 25th. 
The Critic says: It was neither as a poet nor as a 
master of the technicalities of stage-craft that Augier 
excelled his contemporaries, but as a satirist and wit. 
Labiche, who wrote ‘‘ Le Chapeau de Paille d’Italie” 
and ‘‘ Le Voyage de M. Perrichon,” approached him 
as a humorist, and ‘“‘ Le Monde on 1’On s’Ennuie " vf 
Pailleron showed that Augier was not to lack successors 
in the production of masterpieces of this kind ; but 
his genius was more refined than Labiche’s, and more 
vigorous than that of Pailleron. His peer, in his own 
line, does not survive him (Labiche died last Jan- 
uary). M. Augier—a grandson of the popular 
novelist Pigault-Lebrun—was’ born at Valence on 
September 17, 1820. At twenty-four his ‘“‘ La Cigué,” 
a two-act piece in verse, refused at the Francais, was 
produced with great success at the Odéon ; and four 
years later, ‘‘ L’Aventuriére”’ (feebly turned to account 
in Robertson’s ‘‘ Home”) made him famous. ‘Le 
Mariage d'Olympe”’ (1855), written under the influ« 
ence of Dumas’s ‘‘ Camille,’’ did not satisfy his own 
mature judgment. Of his other plays, ‘‘ Le Fils de 
Giboyer” was produced in 1862, ‘“ Maitre Guerin” 
in 1864, ‘La Contagion” in 1866, ‘‘ Paul Forestier” 
in 1868; ‘Jean de Thommeray” (from Sandeau’s 
romance) in 1873; and ‘“‘Mme. Caverlet” in 1876, 
In 1876 he wrote ‘Le Prix Martin,” in not very 
successful collaboration with Labiche. ‘ Les Fours 
chambault,”’ his last work, appeared in 1878. Augier 
published several volumes of verse and some political 
essays. He was an Academician, and received 
various decorations under the Third Empire. On his 
visit to this country last winter M. Coquelin appeared 
in Augier’s ‘‘ L’Aventuriére,”” ‘“ Le Gendre de M. 
Poirier,” and ‘‘ Mile. de la Seigliére.” The two last- 
named plays were written in collaboration with Jules 
Sandeau.

possible for a first-rate writer to have told the story as 

Mr. Adams has. His graspof the political situations, 

his careful study of individual and national character, 

of the habits and signs of the times—these are 
admirable. Nowhere can a more vivid or compre- 
hensive picture be found of the physical and 
economical conditions, the popular characteristics 
and the intellectual status of the States at the time 
of Jefferson's inauguration, * * Mr. Adams’ adroit 
use of the abundant material of this character is, 
indeed, one of the conspicuous features of his very 
readable work. Then here and there he skilfully 
compresses, as in the account of Troussaint

Is a volume somewhat upon the pattern of his former 
one, ‘‘ Valentine,’’ and the scene is laid at the same 
time in the reign of Louix XII. of France. This 
Sforza is the Ludovico who was the intriguing and 
perfidious Duke of Venice, and this story takes up his 
fortunes when they are in the decline, and the French 
King is on his way to attack the Duke. This was a 
time particularly rich in material for the novelist, and 
he can hardly suffer from lack of incidents of an 
authentic and historical character on which to base a 
romance. There is doubtless no work of fiction that 
more requires a master hand than does the historical 
novel, for one must at the same time keep the 
essential facts of history inviolate and weave through 
them all the illumining threads of imagination. Mr. 
Astor in this book, as well as in the former one, has 
proved himself a scholar of no Jittle industry and 
patience. He has well informed himself upon the 
period of which he writes. Nor does the book lack 
in imaginative qualities. It cannot be claimed for it, 
however, that it is a perfect piece of work from the 
standpoint of art. It often lacks harmony and just 
sense of proportion. It is, however, a readable book, 
and the very large attention that it will receive 
because of its author's personality will be adequately 
repaid by the many good qualities of tne work.

Perhaps some of them are slightly 
idealized, like the curious precocious child Elsie, who 
is unconsciously her brother's guardian angel; and 
Lionel Blake, who carries his belief in plain living 
and high thinking into fanaticism. and who, in the 
last chapter, leaves hiscountry in the height of his fame 
for the sake of a punctilio. Butthe majority of the char- 
acters in the story suchas Ida, who adores Chopin and 
for atime even Miss Lilian Rivers; and Jim, the 
loyal and brave young doctor—are quite real and 
happily fairly. numerous, being indeed the salt of our 
social life. Miss. Kendall, like every artist who 
photographs us nét only as we are, but as we are at 
our best, deserves well of her readers. She shows 
that chivalry, in the true, if also small, sense of the 
word, is quite possible even in this period of the 
nineteenth century ; and that what is pure and lovely 
and of good report is still interesting.

Its author might well be content with the 
fact that all really fair-minded men who have taken 
the trouble to know the negro in the West Indies are 
in sympathy with him. It is a pity that Mr. Thomas 
strives so constantly to prove that black is white and 
white black. Hetells us that ‘classification in no 
department of science has ever been based on color.” 
Well, it has; but he is right enough as to natural 
history now. It is only mischievous to contend that 
color is the one difference between white men and 
black men. Mr. Thomas would have done a real 
service by 2 more emphatic and less tedious conten- 
tion that difference of color and other differences of 
race involve, in this instance; no differences of mental 
and moral capacity. In one respect the white man 
shows Mr. Thomas an admirable example, and he 
does not recognize it. He and his people are 
extremely sensitive to the contumely of the ignorant 
white man. On the other hand the white man does 
not resent the malignant contempt felt and often 
expressed tor him by the ignorant negro If Mr. 
Thomas has disposed of Mr. Froude’s main attack, 
he carries criticism a deal too far in small matters.

MARTIN FARQUHAR TUPPER. 


Martin Farquhar Tupper, the well-known poet and 
prose writer, died in London on November 2gth. 

The author of ‘‘ Proverbial Philosophy ”’ was born 
in London on the 17th of July, 1810. His father was 
a physician of some eminence, and like his eldest son 
refused a baronetcy. Mr Tupper’s mother was a 
direct descendant of Colonel Marris,a brave Roy- 
alist, who is identified with the long holding out of 
Pomfret Castle for CharlesjI, in 1648, against Lambert, 
the Parliamentary General. From her the family resi- 
dence of Albury is inherited. 

Martin F. Tupper was educated at the Charter- 
house—the ‘‘ Carthusians and ‘‘ Smiffel’’ of 
Thackeray—and had for contemporary school-fellows 
that famous novelist and John Leech, the no less. 
celebrated artist, with whom he retained friendship 
and acquaintance through life. 

From the Charter-house the youthful Martin went 
to Christ Church College, Oxford, where he took his 
degree of A. B. in 1832 and of M. A. in 1835. 

His education completed, Martin Tupper returned 
to the Capital and became a law student at Lincoln’s 
Inn. He was called to the bar in 1835, but, like 
many others, he never practiced. Before then he had 
begun to write, furnishing contributions to the period- 
icals of the day, and subsequently producing a small 
volume entitled ‘‘ Sacra Poesis."" In 1837 he pub- 
lished the first series of ‘‘ Proverbial Philosophy,” 
which was composed in his chambers in Old Square, 
Lincoln's Inn—a dingy locality, abutting on Chan- 
cery lane—during part of the previous year. It 
attracted at first but little notice, even from the small 


” 
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wits of the period, who subsequently made it an 
especial target for their ridicule. Since then, however, 
it has passed through forty large editions in England, 
while nearly 1,000,000 copies have been sold in 
America, 

His many works are thus enumerated: In 1839 he 
published ‘‘ A Modern Pyramid to Commemorate a 
Septuagint of Worthies,”” being sonnets and essays on 
seventy famous men (Washington ranking as first) 
and women; in 1841, ‘“‘An Author’s Mind,” contain- 
ing skeletons of thirty unpublished books; in 1844, 
“Crock of Gold,”’ ‘‘ The Twins,” and ‘‘ Heart,”’ tales 
illustrative of social vices, and which passed through 
numerous editions ; in 1847, ‘‘ Probabilities, an Aid to 
Faith,” giving a new view of Christian evidences; 
“A Thousand Lines,” ‘‘ Hactenus,”” ‘‘ Geraldine,” 
‘*Lorics,” ‘‘ Ballads for the Times,’’ ‘‘ Things to 
Come,” ‘‘ A Dirge for Wellington,” ‘‘ Church Ballads,” 
‘“White Slavery Ballads,” ‘American Ballads,” 
‘Rifle Ballads,’’ ‘‘ King Alfred,”’ a patriotic play: 
“King Alfred's Poems,” translated from the 
Anglo Saxon into corresponding English metres. 
In 1856, ‘‘Pater-familia’s Diary of Everybody's 
Tour,” “‘ The Rides and Reveries of sop Smith,” 
and ‘Stephen Langton,’”’ already spoken of. 
He has also published ‘‘Cithara, a Collection of 
Lyrics;’" ‘‘ Three Hundred Sonnets;’’ ‘‘A Pro- 
phetic Ode;” “ Raleigh,” a play; a“ Cited, ete.” 
‘The Anti-Ritulistic Directorium,’”” a _ scathing 
satire against the reactionist party in the Anglican 
Church, and an autobiography, ‘‘My Life as an 
Author.”’

She conceived the rather impru- 
dent idea of writing to Merimee, and intrusted the 
letter which began the famous correspondence to a 
schoolboy returning to Paris after his holidays. The 
experiment would always be a dangerous one for 
romantic young ladies with most French novelists; 
the cynical reputation of Merimee was not likely to 
improve matters. He was interested and flattered ; 
he answered the letter, and a correspondence followed. 
Miss went with her employers to Paris, and 
there met the distinguished writer. They remained 
correspondents for many years. Miss ——— was 
very pretty, with the ‘‘ splendid black eyes” to which 
Merimee alludes in his letters. N.Y. Tribune.
